Peace Rumors Going Rounds Denied 
Vehemently By British; MacKenzie 
Believes England Has Chance Win 


By D0WITT MACKENZIE 
Associated 1'rcss Stuff, 
You probably have heard the 
rumors which have been going 
the rounds to the effect that a 
peace between Britain and Ger- 
many Is In tho making. 
These have been cropping up 


In various places. Yesterday for 
instance there was the report that 
Sir Samuel Hoare, British am- 
bassador to Spain, had broached 
the question of peace through the 
Spanish government. This morn- 
ing a Berlin radio commentator 
said thu British were trying to 
contact tho axis powers, presum- 
ably for peace negotiations. 


All official statements in Lon- 
don have indicated a determin- 
ation to continue the fight, Both 
the stories mentioned above have 
been categorically denied. 
I doubt if I should have men- 
tioned these rumors at all were 
It not for the fact that every day 
I am bombarded with two ques- 
tions: 
"Do you think England will ask 
for peace with Hltlor?"

Standing on the highest point of 


the ruins of Ninevah, which is the 
site of Sennacherib's palace, and 
the scene of Layard's famous ex- 
cavations, one may trace the fall- 
en walls of the ancient 
capital, 


and understand the city's vast ex- 
tent The spot Is uninhabited, ex- 
cept for a little mosque which con- 
tains the reputed tomb of Jonah. 
(I have seen two other venerated 
tombs of Jonah, who is highly es- 
teemed by the Moslems, In other 
parts of Bible Lands.) Ninevah is 
now called "Nebi Yunls," or "Pro- 
phet Jonah." 


Across the Tigris River Is the 


mongrel merchandising 
city 
of 


Mosul, connected by a bridge of 
boats. (Our word "muslin" comes 
from "Mosul.") The women of Mo- 
sul do their laundering 
on 
the 


stones along the eastern bank of 
the river, under the shadow of 
Ninevah's fallen walls The site Is 
seldom visited by tourists—I have 
been there twice—but when the 
wonderful system of railways now 
under construction is completed, 
Mosul will be a station on the road 
from Europe to India. Then trav- 
ellers may tarry to view a spot 
popularly oftcnor associated with 
the name of Jonah than with those 
of the conquering Assyrian kings, 
whose capital Ninevah was. 


Flunking a Big Job 


No wonder Jonah flunked the 


big Job, when he was ordered to 
call Ninevah to repentance. 
The 
great heathen city was the domi- 
nant center of the eastern world. 
Its name was one of terror. The 
journey thither was an ordeal, as 
I well know. And Jonah was only 
a minor prophet, distrustful of his 
own powers, physically scared and 
lacking faith to believe that "God's 
commands are God's 
enablings." 


So he tried to run away from his 
call. 


Commentators take two views of 


the Book of Jonah The general 


manic cults, and laid an Iron hand 
on oppression upon the 
church. 


Both have yet to reckon with an 
outraged Dlcty, in this world and 
In the next. The one surest reason 
why Germany, with all her savage 
might and measures, cannot win 
this war Is that God never suffers 
defeat. His honor is involved In 
the present struggle. 


Can Cities Be Converted? 


On second command—thank God 


for all of our second chances— 
Jonah went to Ninevah and pro- 
claimed his message for forty days. 
He was an early Billy Sunday, 
sensationally arousing a great city 
to an Interest in religion. Billy, 
with 
his 
supporting 
churches, 


proved that It could be done. And 
it still can be done. Large scale, 
Intensive, co-operative evangelism 
Is aa possible now as It was In 
Jonah's day or Billy Sunday's day. 
With the great plus of the radio, 
it is nowadays even more practi- 
cable. 
Incidentally, a revival of 
real religion would wipe out crime 
more effectively than all the ef- 
forts of district attorneys and po- 
lice agencies. 


Ninevah repented, and turned to 


the living God. The doom that Jon- 
ah prophesied did not fall—and he 
went into the dumps because he 
thought his personal prestige had 
been affronted. He cared more for 
his own reputation than for Nine- 
vah's salvation. 


God had to teach Jonah a new 


lesson of His care for people ev- 
erywhere The Good News is world 
news. 
Many a heathen commun- 


ity has turned wholly to God, be- 
cause of the missionary message 
This is no day' for narrow nation- 
alism, but for a fresh realization 
that "God so loved the world."
